LAST OF THE PASCAGOULAS. 
An. Indian: Legend From the: Shores, of 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

An Indian legend of the Pascagoulas . 
Is told by. the fishermen, aud .oyster- 
men down on-the shores. of; the gulf 

of. Mexico, 

A point reaches out, into. the. gulf 
near.the mouth of, the Pascagoula riv- 
er. The pine trees on it come almost 


to the water's efige, and between. lies . 


a strip of white sund; across a marsh, 
a border of light green swaying and 
rustling grasses and beyond a gray 
cypress swamp .the hanging moss of 
the trees swaying in the wind. To the 
south the blue waters of the gulf 
stretch «uway, with little waves. lap- 
ping on, the chalk white clam shells 
of the shore. 

There in the evening during. the 
short twilight one hears soft music, as 
if it were the notes of a violin, {nsist- 
ent, changing, sweet. It is the song of 
the Pascagoulas, 

Long years before the Pascagoula 
Indlans had lived upon this point. “he 
white men, the Spaniards, came. in: 
numbers, and with them. the. hostile 
warriors of other tribes, to make war 
and to drive the Pascagoulas out of the 
country. Coming from the inland, the 
‘enemy took away all chance of fight 
and hedged them !n on the point. The 
Pascagoulas fought for days and 
nights in the dark pine .woods against 
outnumbering foes. Then they, saw 
that all was useless, that they could 
not overcome, and starvation stared 
them in the face. 

The Pascagoulas called a council of 
the tribe and talked long together. To 
give themselves up meant Hives of 
slavery or death, and to fight to the 
last man was to leave the women and 
children to the mercy of the white 
men and their allies. 

The next morning the Pascagoulas 
put on all their paint and trappings 
and burned their wigwams. The men, 
women and children slowly, deliber- 
ately, unfiinchingly backed step by 
step into the water behind them, sing: 
Ing. Not one faltered. They died with 
their faces toward their enemies, 
brave and free, and now in the even- 
Ing when the wind blows. over. the 
marshes the pines and grasses. sing. 
the song of the Pascagoulps.

Sturgeon Lake Gold Fields, 


Advices have been received by 
the passenger Department of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway 
that allindications point to at 
least a moderate sized rush to the 
Sturgeon Lake Gold Fields as 
soon as the snow is off the ground 
to admit of prospecting. 

Sturgeon Lake is located North 
east of the G. T. P. Railway line, 
and is reached through Wako 
station, 160 miles west of Fort 
Wiliam. There is a carry across 
the six miles from Wako staticn 
to Sturgeon Lake, so that the 
new gold fields can be conven- 
iently reached by using the service 
of the G. T. P. on its Lake 
Superior Division. 

Recent reports show that the 
crude mining operations that have 
been hitherto conducted prior to 
the advent of transportation fa- 
cilities have yielded exceedingly 
rich returns, while the tests con- 
ducted by the two mining com- 
panies, which are operated at 
present show values of about 
3100 per ton. 

Experienced miners claim that 
the prospects are better in the 
Sturgeon Lake District than in 
the Klondike gold fields and other 
well known areas, which are pro- 
ducing enormous returns. It is 
reported that great excitement 
prevails in Fort William and Port 
Arthur over recent finds in the 
Sturgeon ‘Lake District, and 
every other man on the street is 
carrying a bottle of nuggets from 
that district. 

The Grand Trunk Pacific Rail- 
way is arranging transportation 
facilities in anticipation of the 
rush which is expected to set in 
shortly. .

Prince Rupert, British Col- 
umbia. 


In response to many enquiries 
from all parts of the world with 
regard to the new Pacific Coast 
terminus of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway, Prince Rupert, 
a comprehensive and interesting 
pamphlet, has been issued giving 
information respecting this great 
seaport of the Pacific.

I am not the only one who thought 
it was a shame that the Red Deer 
flour mill was shut down, but it 
seems to us short sighted farmers 
that the Board of Trade didn’t 
like the sound of the flour mill. 

I hope President Bower will 
call the attention of the local 
uniong, of the United Farmers of 
Alberta, in this district to the 
fact‘that it would greatly benefit 
us all to geta flour mill started 
as soon as possible.
